1. Million H. Covington has been employed In cryptologic activities 
almost continuously since Dsceeber 1 952. me first three years of this 
period (Dec '52 to Sept *55) be served as an enlisted radio intercept 
operator in the Any Security Agency. The remainder of the period 

(Jan ">6 to June *61} he has been employed by ISA as a radio intercept 
operator and analyst of foreign eorasunleations procedures. 

2. Mr* Covington ! a work has required him to became skilled in 
the methods used by ISA and the cryptologic agencies to assure inter* 
caption and identification of radio c cranial cations. These methods are 
normally classified Secret and are not c o nsidered to be among the 
more sensitive of the cryptologic processes except as they apply to 
procedures used by foreign agents. Such procedures, with which 
Covington was familiar, are considered more sensitive and classified 
Top Secret. Covington was not employed in cryptan&lytic work at any 
time nor ms be made am re of results achieved la that field.
